September  7,  1954 

The  927th  meeting  of  the  R.  N.  A.  was  called  to  order  at  8:10  PM  on 
Tuesday,  September  7th  fej  President  James  I.  MoGowan.  There  were  29 
members  and  3 visitors  present.

After  a brief  disoussion  it  was  decided  to  hold  a 2nd  Basket  Pionic  at 
the  Gilroy  Cottage  on  Canandaigua  Lake  Saturday,  October  2nd.  Vioe  Pres- 
ident Osterman  was  ordered  to  make  arrangements  for  this  affair.

The  938th  meeting  of  the  R.  N.  A.  ms  oalled  to  order  at  8:10  PM  on 
Tuesday, September  21st  by  President  James  I.  McGowan.  There  were  37 
members  and  6 visitors  present.  Minutes  of  the  preoeding  meeting  were 
read  and  approved  as  read.  Accumulated  correspondence  ms  read  and 
plaoed  on  file.  A bill  in  the  amount  of  $3.50  for  the  purchase  of  a 
1955  oopy  of  the  U.S.  Standard  Catalog  was  approved.

Old  Business  - None. 

New  Business  - Edward  Meinhart  told  of  his  experiences  during  his 
vacation  in  the  New  England  States.  Floyd  Newell  stated  that  it  has 
been  several  years  since  a U.S.  Standard  Catalog  by  Wayte  Raymond  has 
been  purchased.  On  a motion  by  Messrs  Newell  and  Osterman  and  an  Affir- 
mative vote,  it  was  decided  to  buy  a oopy  of  the  1955  edition.  Mr. 

Newell  asked  that  the  oatalog  be  kept  in  the  library  for  use  during  the 
meetings  and  it  should  not  be  lent  out.  Mr.  Newell  stated  that  the 
Edward  Bausoh  Centennial  plaque  by  Alphonse  Kolb  has  been  finished  in 
bronze.

No  records  of  withdrawl 
seem  to  exhist  so  that  IPhese  books  might  be  traced.

It  should 
also  be  noted  that  a duplicate  key  to  the  library  exists 
and  is  being  held  by  Past  President  Norman  F.  Prince.
